These extracts today are known 



as the 00k of Moses" and the first chapter of the 'Writings of 



Joseph Smith/' A previous textual study of the ^ook of *>>see* 1 



determined that the differences between various printings of the 



text materials of the 00k of Moses was due to different publications 



of an on-going revision by Joseph Smith, One of the conclusions 



of the Harris study was that Elder alehards in 1851 used a version 



of the manuscript for Moses which was incomplete, and that Orson 



Pratt used r. lerahleel's copy of the manuscripts which contained 



the last revisions Bade by Joseph Smith, when he printed the first 



American edition of fho 







in 1878* Harris 



stated that he was not able to compare Orion Lett's printing to 



the emhisel manuscript; however, he was assured that the 



manuscript compared very favorably with the Inspired Version printed

of the total differences between the 1388 edition when compared to 



the 1382 edition* For this reason, the writer feels to warn against 



hasty conclusions about the overall number of changes 
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
